Death Rate Highest :« 


‘For Seven Years 


Ottawa, Sept. 2.—Death rate in 
Canada during 1937 was the highest 


% jin any year since 1930, according to 


preliminary figures released Thurs- 
day by the Dominion Bureau of Stat- 
istics. 

Wxclusive of stillbirth, there were 
113,694 deaths during 1937, giving a 
death rate of 10.2 per 1,000 popula- 
tion. These figures compare with 
407,050 deaths and a rate of 9.7 in 
1936. Deaths under one year num- 
bered 16,675 and infant death rate 
was 76 per thousand births against 
14,574 and a rate of 66 per thousand 
in 72936. Maternal deaths totalled 
1,067 compared 1,283 and the rate 
was 4.9 per 1,000 live births against 
5.6. 

Live births numbered 219,988 in 
1987 compared with 220,371 in 1036, 
and the rate was 19.8 per thousand 
population against 20. There were 
8,543 illegitimate births recorded, 
forming 3.9 per cent. of all live births 
against 8,683 illegitimate births and 
the same proportion in the preceding 
Year. Stillbirths totalled 6,598 or 2.9 
per cent. of all births. In 1936 they 
numbered 6,360 or 2.8 per cent.

Gov’t Issues Advice 
on Insect Control 


Planning assistance of fall cultiva- 
tion on Alberta farms, the provincial 
agriculture department on Friday: 
pointed out that in connection with 
insect control, grasshoppers will not 
lay eggs in loose soil, while cutworms 
choose a clean, loose, dusty soil in 
which to lay eggs. The grub of the 
western wheat stem saw fly is now 
imbedded in the stem of the wheat 
stubble about one inch below the sur- 
face. 

Shallow fall cultivation is an excel- 


lent aid in ccntrolling grasshoppers, , 


but if it is done before September 15 
a suitable place for the cutworm 
moth to lay eggs may be provided. In 
no case should summerfallow be cul- 
‘tivated between Aug. 1 and Sept. 15

CHOOSE HARDY 
TREE FRUITS 


“In testing upwards of a hundred 
varieties of tree fruits during the 


}past-25 years at. the, Dominion Ex- 


perimental. Station, Scott, states G. 
D. Matthews, the Superintendent,. the 
greatest single desirable quality has 
proven to be hardiness. Hardiness in 


erab apples is secured by crossing 


with: the extremely hardy ‘ Siberian 
crab:, Native fruits have contributed 
hardiness in plums and cherries, 


Hardiness in fruit trees is the ab- 
ility to withstand the combined effects 
of “severe cold, intense . heat and 
drought occurring in the prairies. <A 
combination of a dry summer and a 
cold winter with little snow has: prov- 
ed particularly disastrous to promis- 
ing introductions. Many specimens 
tested have survived well until the 
trees had started to bear fruit but 
fruiting caused. a drain on the: tree 
which resulted in winter killing dur- 
ing the following winter. 

Certain precautions are -necessary 
to help protect trees against | these 
natural hazards. An, effective shelte,’ 
belt of trees lessens cold, gathers the 
snow to add moisture, often prévents 
wind damage and lessens evapora- 
tion. Clean cultivation in the orchard 
provides the best possible chance for 
growth. Encouragement of bush for- 
mation in growth of fruit trees aids 
in gathering snow, helps protect fruit 
buds and guards against injury from 
sun shining on the trunk of the tree. 
In favorable years and with certain 
varieties where new growth continues 
to grow after midsummer, ripening 
of the wood will be aided by pinching 
back one or two inches from the tip 
about the second week in August. 

In choosing hardy varieties, the 
following have proved their value in 
this respect: Crab apples—-Osman, 
Florence, Prince, Alberta, Robin, An- 
aross and Rescue; Plums—Assini- 
boine, Mammoth and Ojibwa. 


BOTANICAL NOTES 
FOR SEPTEMBER 


The arrival of September suggests 
to many people the end of summer 
and consequently a season of dirge 
and lamentation; others would sing 
paecans to the relief of cooler nights 
of sweet repose which the turn of 
the year brings with that soft gauzy 
wistfulness of the countryside, so re- 
dolent of the evanescent enchantment 
of spring. 

The fall of dew-spangied gossamer 
is one of the many charms of sweet 
September. Numberless threads of 
the very finest silk made by tiny 
spiders; supposed in simpler times to

“Why is it,” said my friend, wiom 
I will call John Skeptic—for he cer- 
tainly is a real skeptic—‘‘that in May 
1936, tlie price of Winnip-g wheat 
was 73 cenis, that in January, 1938, 
it went up to $1.54, and that nov it 
is down to 77 cents? Do you think 
these fluctuations are warranted?” 


A careful examination of the re- 
cords reveal that when in May, 1936, 
the price of Winnipeg wheat was 73 
cents, the Liverpool future was 83 
cents—which is the proper price re- 
lationship—anrd that there was avail- 
able then plenty both of Canadian 
and World wheat; that by January, 
1938, there was considerably less 
World wheat, so the Liverpool future 
price rose to $1.15, but there was 
proportionately much less, indeed 
quite insufficient, high strength Can- 
adian wheat, so the Winnipeg price 
went to $1.54. 

Now, however, the World price of 
wheat is down again to 78 cents and 
Winnipeg down to 68 cents, simply 
because there will soon be more 
World wheat, and more Canadian 
wheat, than may be required. , 

Actually we see in these fluctua- 
tions, the law of supply and demand 
in action, showing how prices fall 
when supplies are abundant, rise 
when supplies become scarce, and rise 
very high indeed when supplies be- 
come insufficient. 

Following factors have tended _ to 
raise price: Threatening European 
political situation—Rumored develop- 
ments in international currencies— 
Germany decrees creation of extra 
storehouses, millers required to keep 
two months ‘wheat supply—Italian 
trade wheat estimates below official 
—Wet Europear harvesting weather 
—Rumanian gavernment recom- 
mends more wheat consumption to 
conserve corn. 

Followng factors have tended to 
lower price: Russia actively pressing 
wheat and barley; wheat exports sub- 
stantial—_Improvement reported in 
most U.S. crops since July 1st—Ih- 
sufficient foreign. exchange in Con- 
tinental countries to buy many raw 
materials—Prairie wheat crop still 
indicated over 300 million—Broom- 
halls’ preliminary estimate import re- 
quirements only 548 million.

In their over 
eighty different kinds of all shapes 
and sizes they may be seen growing 
everywhere from the tops of mounh- 
tains to the seaside. 
those which live in the woods and 
others which prefer to dwell in the 
swamps. 


The asters or Michaelmas daisies 
(so-called because the feast of St. 
Michael falls on September 29th) 
form another large and complicated 
group of plants and are, in many 
cases hard to tell apart. But a few 
can be named at sight: such as the 
Large-leaved Aster, so-called because 
of its three or four conspicuous leaves 
on long stems in a clump near the 
ground. It grows in shady places as 
does the heart-leaved Aster with its 
masses of pale lavender flowerheads. 
But the best of them all is the New 
England Aster with its huge branch- 
ing clusters of large violet or magen- 
ta-purple flowerheads. , 

And so dresesd in gold and royal 
purple, September, as with a fanfare 
of trumpets, hails the harvest. 

It is all very wonderful this march 
of Flora’s year; which starts with the 
primitive catkin-bearing families and 
ends triumphantly with the newest 
and most complex—the composite— 
to which the goldenrods and asters 
belong.

GOOD MEDICAL 
CARE CONCERNS ALL 


Whether’ social medicine’ ever 
comes or not, there is & growing re- 
alization that some means must be 
found to secure good medical care for 
everyone. 

At the recent National Conference 
on Social Work at Seattle, it was es- 
timated that about one out of five 
families earning less than $2,000 a 
year pay more than $100.00 of it for 
medical treatment. Low standards 
in food, housing and clothes increase 
the amount of illness; at the samte 
time, low incomes meant that medi- 
cal care was less swiftly and_ less 
surely available. 

‘These facts deserve consideration 
along with the frequent warnings 
that early diagnosis will prevent ill- 
ness. A claim that failure to call in 
a doctor is due to ignorance or stub- 
borness 1nd not to low income evoked 
the following comment at the confer- 
ence mentioned: 

“The very poor and the very rich 
do not have to worry about’ medical 
care. The man earning $20.00 to 
$50:00 a week is denied medical serv- 
ices. He does not want charity and 
prefers to get along as best he can 
without asking favors. 

“The very rich pay for all they 
need in the way of family doctors and 
specialists, hospitals and nursing 
care. The destitute can claim free 
care at public hospitals and clinics, 


charity wards and out-patient de-! 


partments and the services of a vis- 
iting nurse. 

. “But the man who has managed to 
keep on paying his way during the 
depression, of who is to be able to 
again after a long period on relief, 1s 
not going to beg some doctor for 
help. He is not going to stand in line 
at the clinic if there is a stigma at- 
tached to it. He would rather take 
a chance on gefting well alone. So 
the wage-earne: does without a doc- 
tor as long as he can, perhaps until 
the nagging cough develops into tu- 
berculosis or the small pain is an in- 
curable cancer. He buys a bottle of 
patent medicine because it is cheaper 
than paying both doctor and druggist.

It 
is little wonder that quite a number 
of States cars Come to grief. ' Then 
too, miles and,miles of our gravelled 
lroads are getting to the state where 
they are only dirt roads, and it is not 
uncommon now to hear of people 
spending three or four hours travel- 
ling. twenty, miles, after a rain, and 
slipping: off the road three or four 
times in that distance. All had’ hoped 
that this kind of travel, at Icast on 
main roads, was at.an end, and that 
the gravelled roads would at least get 
no worse. But they are getting de- 
finitely worse and the fall and winter 
storms coming on.
